ſpect hat ſinfull and corrupted maſle of 


mankinde.

ference, that all men forſ{inne have deſer- 
ued reprobation, but no man could deſerue 
mercy to be delivered by predeſtination : 
Rom.3.23+-For there is n9 difference, for all bane 
finned,and are deprined of the glory of God.Then 
112 the finfull eſtate of corruption all are 
found once alike, andall deprined of the glory 
of God. And what 1s this to be deprived of 
the glory of God, but to deſerue reprobati- 
on ? So hee ſaith, Rom. 11.30. God hath 


ſhut op all in Unbeliefe : So that all that are 


receiued to mercy by Predeſtination, Voca- 
tion, [uſtification, are taken out of the cor- 
rupted ſtate of mankinde, therelt are left 
in their ſinaes.

fied freely. If freely, then without conf1dera- 
tion of any thing fore-ſcene 1 in man. Thus 
whillt in curioſity you were ſceking your 
apices, you ſtumbled and are falne into a 
dangerous pit, out of which God deliver 
you. I will do the belt ſeruiceI can,to make 
you ſee theſe dangers. 

Your common Obiection againſt 
them; that teach Predeſtination to depend 
onely vpon Gods will, is this : You ſay,

Pelagius taught that Grace is 
viuen to men in refþett of ther merits, S. Auguz 
ſtine refuteth this errour of Pelagius, tor 
which he was condemned for an Hereticke 
in three Synodes. Gratia Det datur ſecun: 
dum merita noftra, This was the poſton 
which the Pelagians maintained, ard which 
S. Auguſtine retuted. S. Auguſtine referreth the 
matter to Gods will and purpoſe onely. 
But this Pelagius denied,and faid,that grace 
dependeth not vpon Gods will onely : Hee 
denied not the will of God, but ſaid that 
Cods will had reſpe& to merits fore-ſeene. 
In this ſenſe he ſaith, Gratia Dei datur ſecun- 
dum merita noſtra.. And 1n this ſenſe the pur- 
poſe of God was held by the Pelagians to bee 
reſþeftiue,as reſpecting ſomewhat fore-ſeene 
inmen predeſtinated.Pelaging himſelfe ſaid,

itreſpected merits : - fide, that it Te- 
ſpecteth faith fore-ſeene: others deuiſed the

Henceariſe two opinions about Prede- 
ſtination.

The cauſe 1s apparant, thatis, finne; bur 


why any man rather then another, Jacob 


rather then Eſau, Peter then Judas,lhould 
bee ſaued, no caule appeareth, but onely 
the will of God, and his mercy to them 
whom hee 1s well pleaſed to 3dliuer from 
inne. Vpan theſe grounds Saint 'Augu- 
tine ſaith, Obdurationis meritum inuenio, mis 
ericordie meritum non inuenio. But ſome ob- 
ect thus : If ſinne bee the cauſe of con- 
demnation and reprobation, then muſt 
all men bee condemned and reprobate; 
for all haue ſinned. Whereby they would 
inferre, that finne is no cauſe of condem- 
nation and reprobation, but onely the 
will of God. But I denie the conſequence;

the graces that proceed from his purpoſe. 
Some may _ ſay, that theſe queſti- 
ons and quirkes might bee forborne, and 
not ſpoken of at all. I anſwer, .I am of the 
ſame minde : But when the enemies of the 
Truth,Pelagians and Arminians are cuer buſic 
1n ſtirring theſe queſtions, theſe buſte heads 
impoſe a neceſlity vpon them that loue the 
Truth to maintaine 1t,and by plaine writing 
to walke ſafely and plainely euen through 
the middeſt of Meandrian crookes and win- 
dings of the Aduerſaries.The Church (ſaith 
Tertullian) hath a rule,and this rule hath no 
queſtion,but ſuch as Hereſies bring in. 
Thus wee ſee, there may be a cauſe of 
condemnation beſides the onely will of 
God, butconcurring with Gods will; but 
of ſaluation no cauſe can be giuen but the 
onely will of God. Yet our Author here vn-

dertaketh to finde (49 beſides the onely 
will of God,though concurring with Gods 
will. This he doth in theinſtance of $. Pe. 
ter: For he ſaith, that There i neither word, a» 
pexnor ſyllable to prone that God did call,ſaue,&+ 
2lorifie $. Peter without any conſideration had,or 
regard to his faith, obedience, and repentance. 
The better to vnderſtand this, wee muſt 
cleare ſomethings which he hath confoun- 
ded. They that dealenot plainly,confound 
many things of purpoſe, which muſt be di- 
ſtinguiſhed that the matter may be cleared. 
He P:th ,that S. Peter was not called, ſaued, and 
glorified without conſideration , or regard of bis 
Faith,Obedience,and Kepentance. This propo- 
ſition in eruch containeth three propoſliti- 
ons 10 1t: and neither can he — three 
propoſitions at once, neither can any man 
anſwer to three at once. Therefore we muſt 
diſtinctly ſeparate theſe three propoſit cions, 
that his contuſion may appeare, and that a 
cleare anſwere may bee framed ynto the 
int in queſtion. 
Of theſe three propoſitions, the firlt is ; S. 
Peter was not called without refþett to his Faith,

Synode of Paleitina, as Saint Auguſtine of- 
tearelareth. In which Synode the Doctrines 
of | 
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of Pelagius were condemned, as they were 
alſo in many other Synodes : (oncilis Cars 
thag. 7. ( oncilio Meleuitano : Concilio Arate 
fica: And alſo condemned by the decrees 
of the Popes that then were, and the Em- 
perors. 

He ſaith that Saint Peter was not called 
without reſpect and conſ1deration had to 
his faith, obedience and repentance. In deny- 
ing this propoſition he athrmeth the con- 
traditory : That Saint Peter was called in 
conſideration and reſpect of his faith, obe» 
dience and repentance.This 1s the ſame which 
the Church hath condemned in Pelagiug: 
For Pelagius taught no otherwiſe but - em 
Gratia Dei datur ſecundum merits noftra ; In 
reſpe&t or conſideration of our merits 
This man teacheth that Saint Peter was cals 
ledin confideration or reſpect of his faith, 
obedience and repentance. This is euidendly 
Secundum merita, as Pelagins vaderitood 
merita. For thoſe things which Pelagins and 
the Ancient Fathers, who wrote in histime, 
called merits, were no other then theſe, 
which this man calleth faith, obedience, andre:

Saint Auguſtine Jo witnelle that Pelagiue 
himfelfe did confeſſe grace in words, but in 
truth denied it.

But becauſe hee followeth the ſame courſe 
which the Pelagians held, whether witting- 
ly, oras I rather thinke, vnwittingly : Wee 
may not ſuffer the grace of God, whether 
wittingly,or vnwiteingly to be defaced. The 


rity,and ſuch like graces, giue but ſmooth 
words to colour their meaning, and to de- 
ceuue the ſimple: Some of them doe more 
plainly open themſelues;as John Scotus,who 
was the greateſt Pelagian that lived in his 
time : for it was hee that brought in the do- 
rine of Meritwm ex congruo, which ſome of 
themoſt learned Papilts (amongſt whom 
we may account Franciſcus Vittoria )do cons 
felle to bee the true doctrine of Pelagius. 
Oiforiaſpeaking of that dotrine De merito 
ex congruo ; ſaith plainely, Fc erat bona par's 
erroris Pelagianorum, ft ego quicquam intelligo, 
Scotys then teacheth that faith, charity and 
repentance may bee had ex puris naturalibus.

welatis a Deo. Anda little after: Foc igithy te- 
nendum et tanquam certum, quod reaelatortn in 
Scripturis eft no>is acquiſita fides generata ex 
auditu & aftionibus noſtris, qua es firmiter ad- 
b.eremus.

Theirend is, that if thus much mighe bee 
obtained, that God giueth the precedent 
grace for or in reſpect of the conſequent, 
they might with more eaſe afterward fall in- 
to the plaine termes of Pelagins, For howlo- 
euer they may palliate the matter with 
{trange Words not ynderſtood, yet the 
Tru is, as Scotus confelleth, that if Gods 
grace bee given 1n reſpect of any thing n 
man,that can be nothing butnature, Forin 
man, before he be called, there 1s nothing 
butnature. Andtherefore the plaineDo- 
arine of Scotus,that aman may merit grace 
Ex puris naturalibug,ſtandeth more cobebla 
in reaſon, then this opinion which deuiſeth 
a ſubſequent graceto be the cauſe of a pre- 
cedent grace: For as this is againſt Diuiity, 
ſo the reaſon of the Natural man refuſeth it. 
The graces of God are ordered, and 

they,that would diſorder them, trouble the 

whole frame of our faluation. For God 

hath ſet the order : From Gods purpoſe pro- 
ceedeth 'Predeſtination, from Predefii- 
nation Calling, from Calling Faith and luſti- 
fication,

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fication, from Juftification, Obedience and 
all fruicefull workes. The firſt grace that 
wee apprehend, is Calling : And therefore 
before wee are called, there is nothing in vs 
bu nature, If then God reſpeR any thing 
in man,in reſpect whereof hee calleth him, 
that can bee nothing but nature and free 
will. 

This the Pelagians taught plainely; but 
ſome following the Pelagians, are alhamed 
to vtter themſelues ſo plainely : They ſtrive 
to handle the matter more finely ; but 
whileſt they ſeeke fineneſſe, they have loſt 
their wits. Surely they haue forſaken reaſon 
and vnderſtanding. Now itis not poſlible 
that from nature and freewill any grace 
{ſhould riſe : becauſe the Lord ſaith, That 
Which is borne of the fleſh, is fleſh, and that 
Which is borne of the Spirit, i Spirit. Here be 
two principles ſet,one in Nature, the other 
in Grace : The principle of grace and all 
good motions, 1s the Spirit : the highe 
principle of nature and naturall motions,1 
the Fleſh: Therefore no grace of the Spi- 
rit can proceede from the fleſh; but na-

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ture and free-will is nothing but fleſh. 
Againe, the order wherein the bleſſed 
Apoſtle (etteth downe theſe things, the pur- 
poſe of God, predeſtination, calling juſtification, 
glorification, doth proue that a precedent 
your may be ſome cauſe to draw after ita 
ubſequene grace ; but for a ſubſequene 
grace to be any manner of cauſe to draw a 


precedent,this is impoſlible. The bleſſed

If any man ſhould fay -rihae 
Gods purpoſe were according to his cal- 
ling ; ſhould hee not invert the Words 
of the Apdltle, and falfifie his Doctrine? 
Then his calling 1s according to his pur- 
poſe ; but his purpoſe may fiot be ſaid fo 


be | 
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be according to his calling : becauſe the 
calling dependeth vpon his purpoſe , 
but not the purpoſe ypon the calling. 
The purpoſe is a cauſe of the calling, 
but not the calling a cauſe of the pur- 
pole. Now, if wee proceed from Voca- 
cion to Iuſtification, wee [hall vnderſtand 
the ſame.

| And therefore they are giuen for andin 
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conſideration of his calling; but that Gods 
calling ſhould be for and in conſiderati- 
on,0r regard of theſe things, which Gods 

calling draweth with it and after it, is a 
thing abſurd not onely in the 1udgements 
of Orthodoxe Writers, but euen 1n the 1dge- 
ment of Pelagius himlelfe, and of Scotus, 
and of the moſt learned of that {fide ; who 
thought it more probable and agreeing 
more with reaſon, to ſay that the grace of 
God is giuen according to merits, then to 
deuiſe bis ſtrange fancy, that a ſubſequene 
grace ſhould be the cauſe of a precedent 
grace. This I ſay is not apriuate fancy of 
fome particular men; but ſuch a thing as 
was neuer vttered by any ſober or learned 
writer. And becauſe hereſie goeth not with- 
out abſurdities, it may be called either the 
Arminian berefie, or the Arminian abſurdity. 
For belides Arminians, no man writeth 
thus. 

I may not omit to obſerve in thelaſt 
place, that owr Authors words croſle the 
words of the 17. Article, which he profeſ- 
&th.co-maintaine. For the Article ſpeaking

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of Predeſtination faith They, which be indurd 
with /uch an excellent benefit of G od, be called 
according to Gods purpoſe by his Spirit worknig 
in due ſeaſon, they through grace obey their cal- 
ling, they are inſtified freely, they be made the 
ſonnes of God by adoption, they be made like the 
image of his onely begotten Sonne Jeſus (brift, 
they walke religiouſly in good workes, and at 
length by Gods mercy they attaine to everlaſting 
felicity. 

Theſe words of the Article containe 
the true Apoſtolicall dorine : For the 
calling'sf God1s heere ſaydto be accor- 
ding to Gods purpoſe ; and iuſtificati- 
on , obedience, walking religioufly-in 
good workes , theſe things are decla- 
red in the Article to foflow the calting 
as effeas thereof, But this man, the new 
maintainer of the articles and of - the do- 
&rines of our Church, peruerteth this 
Apoſtolicall doctrine contained in the 
article, For hee ſaith, that the calling i 
according to faith, obedience and repentance : 
contrary to that which is contained 1n

This 1s one 
way by which grace proceedeth from God : 
Another way it proccedeth from God, and 
commeth to vs by the way of Preaching. This 
way divers graces come 1n divers meaſures, 
as the Lord hath taught in the Parable of the 


Sower, The Sower (owed the ſame Seed; but ſome Math, r3, 


fell by the Way fide, and the Fowles'came and 
devoured it vp ; by this are they deſcribed, 
who hcarc the word of the Kingdome and 


{| vnderſtand itnot:Then commeth the wicked 


one & catcheth away that which was ſowen 


| in their hearts. Other ſeed fell vpon flonygrownd, 


where it had not much earth ; and forthwith 
it ſprang vp, becauſe ithad not dcepneſle of 
earth, and when the Sunne was vp it was 
{corched, and becauſe it had not roote, it wi- 


thercd away. By this are they ſignified, who 


heare 
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heare the word and anone with joy receiue 
it: Yethe hath no roote in hamſelte, but du- 
reth but for atime ; for when tribulation or 
perſccution ariſeth becauſe of the Word, by 
and by he is offended. Thirdly, ſome'*fell a- 
mong(t Tbarnes, and the Thornes ſprang vp 
and choaked it. By this he is noted, that hea- 
reth the word, and the care of this world and 
the deceitfulneſſe of riches choake the Word, 
and he becommeth vnfruitfull. Laſt is he that 
recciued ſeed into goed grownd, he that heareth 
the VVord and Vnderftanderh ir, which alfo 
beareth fruit, and bringeth forth ſome an 
hundreth, ſome (ixtic, ſome thirtie. 

I have ſtayed the longer vpon the full reci- 
tall of this Parable, becauſe 1t prooucth fully 
that which I intend to. draw out of it. Fir(t,it 
is cuident hereby,that by the Preaching of the 
VVord diverſe gracesare given: Andthe very 
Preaching of the Word frecly'to fome Nati- 
oNs, is a great grace. In this reſpeCt it iscalled 
Verbum gratie, A#ts 20.23. This grace,though ſo 


great, yet may be loſt : For many Nations haue 
had it, that hauc loſt it : Let them that haue i 

make much of it whilcſt they haue it : For 
who 
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who knoweth how ſoone it may be taken a- 

way? And this is one way to loole it, to ſuffer 

the 2 oQtrines ofour Churchto becorruptcd. 

Er is the Spirit of God that ſerterh vp Preaching, 

and lireGerh Preachers to one place,and not 

to another: As we read, A 16.6,7, 9. This then 

is One great grace to have the Word of God 

Preached to a people;but when it is Preached 

ſome vnder(tand it not: others receiue a grea- 
cer meaſure of grace, when they recciuc the 

word with joy. Yetthis dureth not in ſome, 
bur is loſt both totally and finally : Othersare 
choaked with the deceitfulneſle of the world, 
and theſe fall away alſo: Others are fruitfull 
& bring forth plentifully. All receiue the ſecede 
in ſomemeaſurc;and thereby recciue grace in 
ſome meaſure:bur three ſorts looſe it altoge- 
ther, the fourth onely reccmeth it Frviefully. 
Then all theſe that rcceuc ſome grace and 
looſe it againe, arc ſaid, and truely (aid, ro fall 
away from gracc. Theſc graces that are thus 
loſt are truc graces: And men may proceede 
farre in the practiſe of theſe graces, ſome far- 
cher then am yet mow, 4" chem. Then 
they that ſpeake in generall words, thata man

' Butbecauſe theſe Controuerſies were not 
knowncin the Church, before the time of S. 
Avzgsſtine, and by him more diligently handled 
then by any other. For the ancient Fathers that 
lived before him, could not ſpeake to theſe

vnto vs ? Some take it for a {igne of loo- 
king towardes Popery, when the members 
of our owne Church offer ſuch a ſcruice ro 
the Papiits, as to ſpeake cuill of them, that haue 
beene the greateſt enemies ro *Popery, the grea- 
teſt propagators of the Truth : but I cenſure 
none. Then leauing other Churches,we come 
home to our owne Church, 

- Wehaue'cnough in the Articles of Faith 
and Religion, to confirme the ſame truth, 
which hitherto we haue proued. The Author 
of the Appeale hath gone wrong(to omir other 
his by- wayes ) in-two'poynts : Foft, in the re- 
ſpeftine decree ; which ales he hath deuiſed, or 
taken from the Arminians. Againſt this, we haue 
heretofore ſhewed that che 17. Article hath ſer 
forth the doctrine of Predeſtinaric in a ſound 
and wholſome manner:that Gods calling fol. 
lowcth the purpolc of God,& dependcth vpo 
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ir: char faith, obedience, and repentance fol. 
low the calling of God, and depend vpon it; 
bur the calling of God doth not follow faith, 
obedience, and repentance, nor dependerh 
vpon them. So did the 17. Article teach againſt 
the new deuiſe of this man. This I haue ob- 
ſcrucd before. 

The /econd thing wherin this man wandreth, 
is denying of per ſeuerance,and {corning it asa Puri- 
tan doctrine. I muſt here againe recite the 
17. Article : And I would intreate any man, 
that hath his eyes ſctright in his head,to reade 
and conlider the words, the order and ſound- 
neſſe of them : and then let him judge whe- 
ther per{cucrance vnto the end be not ſound-

meanes to come'to hfeexerlaſting ? This 1s done 
in the Article: And this is the true dodtrine of 

crſeuerance.They who are called according

For he® 
that ſaith a man may fall away,and may recouer; © 
implicth withall that ſome may fall away and not ©

Thisbelike hee taketh fora ſolid kinde of 
proofe, if he do bur in his imagivationthink 
itimplycrth ſo much. when he yrgeth a point, 
hee bringeth no reaſons but aconceit of im- 
plicatioi1s : When hes vrged, heedorh but 
relate other mensopinions, but what him- 
ſc]tethinketh, that he keeperh cloſe.

As Chrilt ſayd to Saint Peter, though 
hefell into a great ſinne, and therefofe did 
not perſcucre without ſinning, - yet hee had 
prayed, That buy faith might not faile : and {o he 
did perſcuerc in the faith. And Saint John 
faith , Hethat t borne of God cannot finne, be- 
cauſe the ſeed of God abidetb in him . Then he 
that hath the {cede of God abiding in him 
doth perſcuereaccording touthatgrace which 
abideth in him. Many men ſpeake of grace 
and faith, bur verily none can ſpeake truely

by vertue whereof any particular elected 
perſons ſhall certainely bee indued with the 
gift of perſcuerance, and preſerued infallibly 
from tinall or torall Apoltaſic ) Saint Augus 
ftine bath wrapped himſclfe in a contradi- 
tion.

If therefore S. Auguſtine, by thoſe words, De 
ip/a per/euerantia repernmtur mmcerti, had in- 
tended, that there 1s no cercainty of any ſau- 
Ctified mans perſcuecrance in grace, we might 
thus out of his own words conclude againſt 
him. No man 1s certaine ofthe ctcrnall rc- 
ward of perſcucrance who is vncertaine of 
perſeucrance: Bur the Saints of God are vn-

To conclude; the certainety of perſcue-

judge them, in charity, to be {uch as wee de- 


lire they ſhould be : did wee devife this ? 
or did wee firſt informe the World of this ? 
it hath beene of old received thus in the 
Church. Wedo bur ſay that which the aun- 
cient Fathers haue fayd before vs :and you 
tollow thar which your Fathers the Pelagians 
hauc taught before you.

It he meanc ſuch as haue 
maintained” this caulc againſt M. 75 
and ſuch; lam well aſſured that all the Pela- 
gian and Arminian Schools haue not affour- 
dedſuch learned Divines as they were. Butts 
not this a rayling of a faction betweene Di- 
vines and Divines in our Church, and ouer 
allthe reformed Churches in Chriſtcadome 2? 
If his meaning be to noteall Divines which 
hold againſt rhe Arminians in this particular; 
he will find the greateſt Divines in Chriſten- 
domein appoſition againſt him ; where his 
confidence will do himas little good, as it 
did Zidkiah. But whether hauc the weaker 
grounds, ow factious. Author may find in 
good time, and ypon- bettcy adviſe. For 
though he may be confident, comming ; as 
he taketh, ro the firſt on-ſer, as if his grounds 
had never beene ſhaken befoge ; yer the cruth

For thc ſame God liveth, which hath 
heretofore rayſcd vp the ſpirits of his ſeruants 
to maintainethe truth againſt che Pelagians, 
and will ray{c vp others to ſtand for the ſame 
truth, whenſocycr itis oppugned. 

Page 40. he faith, 1f is be an error of Armini- 
us, which waz the pofttiue Dotbrine of the Luthe- 
rans, and Luther , before Arminiui was borne; 
why tr Arminius intituled to that which ty none of 
his, but Martin Luthers? 

In theſe words he ſeemeth to fay that theſe 
late opinions of the Lutherans in Germany, 
wcre the Doctrines of Martin Luther himlclf. 
Wherein he 1s much miſtaken. Fortheſe opi- 
nions were broughtin by another: chechin 
is we)l knowne. 1 hey increaſed much in Gers 
many aftcr Martin Lathes time; and in many 

EX things 
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things diſagree from his Doctrine. Th 
—_—_ ſeditioully amplified by Jobannes wo 
bus Andreas, who was a man ofa furiousand 
turbulent ſpirit, and called himlſelfe the Pope 
ofthe Lutherans , which Martin Luther him- 
ſelfe never did. Why Arminius ſhould beinti- 
tuled to this, I know no other reaſon, butthe 
common courſe that hath intituled Herericks 
ro thoſe Hereffes , which cither they. haue in- 
rpented,or maintained and increaſcd. It maybe; 
he afteed thar ritle; ſure it is that he increas» 
ſed the Herefie, and ſpread it where it waFnot 
before. This is no ſtrange thing in thewoerld, 
that factious men ſpreading itrange opint» 
ons, ſhould gerritles of that ſc&t which they 
maintaine. For if our Author ſhould procced 
farrcin this courſe, which he hath ſo vnadvi- 
ſedly begun, he might happily purchaſeto 
himlclfc azizle likewiſe; though thereby he 
would get noglory.

rence, But when the Apoſtle fayth, quit te 5. Cor. 4;7 
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ueth and dclivereth ſo plainely, ſo cuidently? 
The conceiuings of theſe men are very 
ſtrange. What will cheſe men thinke of Saint 
Auguſtines conceiuings and doftrines, and of 
the doctrine of thoſe orher Auncients that 
followed Saint Auguitine herein > Muſt we 
thinke that the concciuings of the Pelagians 
and Arminians are more {harpe, more deepe, 
more excellent then was the conceptions of 
theſe the moſt learned and godly Fathers? 
T hus they conceiued ; and our Author ſayth, 
chat this thing , which the Aunciegts thus 
conceiued, cannotbe conceiued. Thele men 
w7ill reach Saint Paul, and the ancient Fa- 
thers to conceiue. But who can conceiue 
their dotrine , or howgre they able ro de- 
liuer ir ſo that others vnderſtand that 
there was a diſparity , before God by prede- 
ſtination made this difference? All men 
that know the Scriptures may plainely con- 
cciuea diftcrence made berweene men by 
predeſtination, calling, and juſtification. 
The difference is apparant berweene men 
predeſtinated and not predeſtinated, men 


called 
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called, and not called , berweene men juſti- 
fied and not juſtified . But what difference 
or diſparity is betweene men before prede- 
ſtination, calling, and juſtification, ler them 
tell vs, tharcan. This Author ſhould plain- 
ly declare this difterence. This difference 
the Pelagians put in naturall gifts. The Ar- 
minians thinke no lefle, though they ſpeake 
not ſo plainely . Wereſt ypon the ApoFtles 
words , IVho made thee to differ from another ? 
and ypon the ſound expoſitions of the lear- 
ned and godly Fathers. Why doth he not 
offer to proue this diſparity out ofthe Scrip- 


tures? Why did not Saint Paw thinke of 


this diſparity > and then he might haue cea- 
ſed his admiration, and ſpared his « 2«! 
The orthodox Church of God, and in parti- 
cular the Church of England in the 17. Ar- 
ticle referreth onely zo the conftant decree of 
God's ſecret counſell the deliverance from curſe 
and damnation of thoſe whom he hath choſen in 
Chriſt out of mankinde. And here mankinde 
is conſidered not in any diſproportion, but 
in the cxaCt parity of nliſery and perdition.

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Let the ſound Divines of our Church judge 
whether this invention of Diſproportion be 
an expounding of the Doctrine of the Church 
of England, or rather an oppoſing and be- 
traying thereof, Butin his Wordes follows- 
ing in the ſame Page, hee explayneth his 
meaning better. When God paſſed by, looked 
on , confidereth intuitively Singulos generum, 
genera fingulorum in that woeful! plight, out 
of bis mercy he ſtretched out to them deliuerance 
in a mediator, and drew them out that tooke 
hold of mercy, leaving them there that would 
none of him. Would not Pelagius,thinke we, 
connehim thankeforthis deſcription of prx- 
deſtination? Thecaule, why this manrather 
then that is eſtared in lifeeverlaſting, muſt 
by this Doctrine be , his taking hold of 
mercy. Whartis this butthat which Pelagiu 
called Free-will> This mercy is that which 
is common and equally aftoorded ro all 
mankinde ; and this taking hold may be, 
for ought wee fe, nothing bur the inde- 
pendant aftion of Free-will ; No mention 
atall of Go grace,” by rvertue whereof this 
bold 
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hold ut taken ; and if hee thould haue fayd 
that men take this hold by grace, yer this 
nothing helpeth him, it hee underſtand 

race as his Schoole-mailters the Arminians 
doc : for they ſay that Faith & an A& of 

-Free-will. Nowit Faich be an act of Free- 
will, and, as they ſay, In poteſtate liberi 
arbitrij, and ſometimes, in libertate arbitry, 
{n the "Power of the Will, and in the Li- 
berty of the Will : then muſt ir follow, 
that faith is a naturall thing, for there is 
nothing in the liberty of the will bur things 

naturall : But ſometimes they mince the 

matter, and ſay, That it is in the power of 

Free-will being helped by grace. But then 

take their expoſition of grace, and in the 

end that returneth to nature, For in de- 
claring their meaning; of grace, they make 
it Afum generaliors promvidentie, an act 
of Generall Providence, and not of that 

Decree by which God decreed to giue glo- 

ry to whom hee will. By a generall provi- 

dence they vnderſtand the providence of 

God in gencrall towards all men. This 

Bb 2 reach 
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reacheth toall men : and this is allthe grace 
which they will acknowledge, reaching to 
all men. Now thatwhich is common to all 
men, and maketh no difference betweens 
menand men, is nothing but nature. And 
thus with Pelagiuy they name grace, toa- 
voide cnuy , orto hide their intention, bur 
when all comes to all, this is nothing bur 
nature, For that which is a like com- 
mon to all men, what can it be but na- 
cure ? 

I haue ſubſcribed to theDottrines of the 
Church of England, and will cucr be ready 
according to my belt meancs to maintayne 
the fame : Butto this I ncuer hauc, and I hope 
never ſhall ſubſcribe. I haue no part nor por- 
tion init Lethim defendirt, ifhee can for 
ſhame owne it, who hah hatchedthis mon- 
er, ard would lay it at the doore of the 
Church of England. So, then whether: he 
ſpeakeof nature withoutgrace, or addeon- 
ly the name of grace ypon policy, as Pelagi- 
aadid, and as the Arminians doe, vnderſtand- 
ing by grace nothing. leſle then the grace of 
Pre- 
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Pradeſtination, and the grace of yocation : 
by all his labour and paines he hath-broughse 
vs no fattherthen to the Schoole of Arminius 
and reades vs a Lecture out of that Chayre. 
For they teach, that the whole and emire decree 
of Gods eleftion u nothing elſe, but a purpoſe to 
ſaue theſe that will beleeue and perſeuere ; That 


God fully elefteth none, but pon fore-fight of. 


thetr faith; repentance and continuance therein ; 
That eleftton 1 the effeft of faith , not faith of 
el:ftion, and, inaword, That Godele&eth 
not perſons but. qualities. Withall, for the 
taking hold of offered ſalvation, they ac- 
knowledge belide the good -oſe of the gifts 
of Nature ( which ſoinerimes they call. the 
firſt grace ) the motions allo of Gods. grace 
for incitation. Burt in the:YYorke 'thereof 
they acknowledge no power, but for- 
ſooth this, -worke, mult be. ancly1 Otatoriall, 
and alluring,as Leforel hauc{hewed';where- 
to the will may -yeeld,, if it pleaſe, or 
freely take holde-' of. mercy or lcaue it. 
And ſo Gods Elefting of Saint Peter 
mult be. contingent.,, and depend. onely 
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vpon Saint Peters voluntary acceptation . 
whichis to lay , that heechooſe God, bur 
notGod him. All theſe blinde fancies are 0- 
verthrowne by the blaſt of one thort ſen- 
rence of the Apoltle, Your faith ſtandeth not 
in the wiſedome of man bit inthe power of God. 
Though this Appellant ſcorneth the Synod 
of Doyt, yet are not the Agents therein a: 
(hamed of their paines, in beating downe 
tuch high and proud thoughts, as Ly ray= 
{cd vp againft Heaven , torobbe God of his 
powet, providence and wiſcdome. 

Page 71. hefaith. That Deodate MiniSter 
and Profeſſor of the Church of Geneva , pro- 
fefedto him br: opinion in ſome points contrary to 
the concluffons of Dote. 

All the Bngliſh Divines which were there, 
doe verily beleeuethis to bee vntrue, becauſe 
they hold Deodate for an honeſt man.

Moreover,in our private 
converling with the moſt eminent of 
the Miniſlery there, vwvee found divers 
times, upon occab 10n of our declaring 
unto them the order and manner of our 
Church-government, that they were 
more re ady to deplore,then deftend,their 
owne eſtate , and wiſhed, rather then. 
hoped, to bee made like the _— 
Church of England. Nor were theſe 
therefore the lefle ready to concurre for 
the Dort Concluſions , but were rather 
of the principall and forward actors 
therein. 

Secondly in ſpeciall we plead againſt 
a ſuppoſed a&t of damning our owne 
Epiſcopal diſcipline. Which inditement, 
B in

in fayre accuſation, ſhould have beene 
layed more particularly, what aftion, 
what Seſhon, what Concluſion. Now 
are wee put to ſeeke, not ſo much our 
defence, as our fault. And for ſuch ſur- 
mile wee can finde no other footing , 
then ( poſhbly) in the approbarion of 
the Belgique Confeſsion , propounded to 
the Conlideration of the Synode about 
a weeke before it brake up. 

This Covfeſhon(compoſed an: 1550, 
and received in their Church, and in the 
Tallon Churches, ever ſince the firſt re- 
forme of Religion ) is unto them, for 
conſentin Doctrine, a Rule not much 
unlike to our Articles of Religion here e- 
ſtabliſhed. Which as it was formerly 
anno 1583 accepted and approued by the 
Reformed French Church in a Nationall 
Synode at Yitree, (o upon the opportu- 
nitie of this Nationall Synode the State 
and Church there recommended the 
ſame to more publique judgement. for 


further eſtabliſhment. 


And: 
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And becaulc two or three Articles 
therof concerned Church-diſcipline,and 
avowed a Parity of Miniſters, they,pru- 
dently. fore-ſceing that the Britane Di- 
vines would never approve, bur rather 
oppole the ſame, did therefore provide 
that before the examining or reading 
thereof, proteſtation ſhould be made by 
the Preſident ot the Synode,that nothing, 
but the Doctrinall points , was to be 
ſubjected to their conſideratign and ſut- 
frages: and for the ſurer preventing op- 
polition or diſpute, the Articles concer- 
ning Diſcipline were accordingly re- 
trenched and ſuppreſſed in the reading 
of that Confefhon to theSynode. 

[f therefore the Britaine ( olledge had 
in their ſuffrages onely anſwered ad que- 

fita, concerning Do&trine, and utrered 
no opinion at all de non queſitis, concer- 
ning Diſcipline, they thinke they had 
not herein beene wanting to their Sy- 
nodicall duty and calling. The rather

Yer wee thought not fit to content 
ourſelves with warrantable ſilence; but, 
upON,our recurne from that Synodicall 
Seſhon 5 the place of our private Colle- 
giate meeting;, wee diligently peruſed 
the Lays e/sion , not onely for points of 

1 . Doctrine 
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Dotrine referred to our judgements , 
bur alſo for thoſe excepted Articles tou- 
ching Diſcipline. And conſulting toge- 
ther whit was fit to bee done in delive- 
ring our opinions the next day, wee 
joyntly concluded, that, howvſoever our 
Church-diſcipline had not beene Syno- 
dically taxed, nor theirs avowed, yet it 
was convenient for us (who vere aſſu- 
red in our conſciences that their Presby- 
teriall Parity, and Laicall-Presbyterie was 
—_— to the Diſcipline eſtabliſhed 
by the Apoſtles, and retayned in our 
Church) to declare in a temperate man- 
ner our judgement as well concerning 
that matter, chough by them purpoſely 
excepted, as the other exprelly referred 
tc us. Accordingly the next morning 
when ſuffrages were to paſle CONCEE> 
ning the Doctrine compriſed in thar 
Confeſſion, vvee (having by our place 
the prime voyce inthe Synode) gave our 
approbation of the —_ of the do- 
ctrunall Articles , with advice touching 
{ome 
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ſome incommodious phmſes;and with- 
all (contrary to the expectation of the 
wholeSynode) wee added exprelle ex. 
ception againſt the ſuppreſſed Articles, 
with ſome touch alſo of Argument a- 

ainſt them. Which our Conteltation, 
or Proteſtation (for ſo may it bee ſtyled) 
was principally performed by him , 
whom for prioritie of age, place, and 
dignitie it beſt became, and from whoſe 
perfon, and gravitic it might be the bet- 
ter taken by the Civill Deputees of the 
States there preſent. 

Therein he profeſſed and declared 
our utter diſſent in that point : and tur- 
ther ſhewved that by our Saviour a Pa- 
ritie of Miniſters was never inſticuted, 
that Chriſt ordained twelve Apoſtles 
and ſeventy Diſciples ; thatthe authori- 
tie of the tvvelve was aboue the other : 
that the Church preſerved this order lefr 
by our Saviour. And therefore when the 
extraordinary authoritie of the Apoſtles 


ceaſed,yettheir ordinarie authoritie con- 
tinued 
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j tinued in Biſhops,who ſucceeded them, 


who were by the Apoſtles themſelves 
left in the government of the Church 
to ordaine Miniſters, and to (eerthat they 
who were fo ordained, ſhould preach 
no other doctrine : that in an infertour 
degree the Miniſters, that were gover- 
ned by Biſhops, ſucceeded the7o Dilci- 
ples : that this order hath bin maintai- 
ned inthe Church from the time of the 
Apoſtles.. And herein he appealed to the 
judgement of Antiquity, or of any lear- 
ned man now living, if any could ſpeak 
to the contrary,&c. 

In giving our ſeverall ſuffrages the 
ſame exception was ſeconded by the reſt 
of us ( ollegues, partly by other allegari- 
ons,and partly by briefe reterenceto this 
declaration made communzs nomine by our 
Leader. To this our exception and al- 
legations not one word was anſ{vvered 
by any of the Synodiques either Stran- 
gers or Provincialls, So that herein we 
may ſeeme to have had either their con- 
ſent
